If this statement carries so much weight and is so 
true, how much more important is the statement, 
“A man is known by the books he reads!” r Because 
some persons who are considered a man’s friends 
often impose themselves upon him, but a book is 
man’s own selection to make, with only his desires 
to satisfy. 

Continuing along this line of thought, I am sorry 
to say that the more inferior types of fiction -fan- 
tastic and unbelievable novels — outweigh Catholic- 
fiction of the highest class almost 10 to 1 in popular- 
ity. As I glanced over the fiction shelves I was amaz- 
ed to find that some of Chesterton’s and Btilloc’s 
works had never moved from the library since they 
were placed upon the shelf; and novels, the type writ- 
ten by Burroughs, are seldom in their places more 
than a day or two. • 

From personal experience I have found that books 
are like living persons. An excellent classification 
for some (both people and books) would be the “flash 
in the pan” type. After reading this kind of book 
you feel emotionally stirred and excited for a short

remain as a good substantial memory. 

On the other hand a good novel might take a little 
longer to read and necessitates a bit of mental exer- 
cise, but if asked about the book a month later you’ll 
be able to give a concise synopsis of it, not missing 
one important phase of the plot. 

The one way books do differ from people is in the 
fact that they cannot strike up an acquaintance with 
you. They do want every young man as a friend. 
They make real pals, furnishing you with enjoyment, 
promoting ideas on any conceivable subject- yes, 
even comforting you in times of mental depression. 

If you g-i.ve real books half a chance they’ll meet 
you three-quarters of the way in forming a brilliant 
friendship, so why not; introduce yourself "tHW 1 VtiW 
day? 

In keeping with the tone of my few remarks above, 
I would like^to call to your attention some of Ches- 
terton’s grand works in my special form of P. S. 

ODDS and ENDS 

In my estimation, one of the most impressive works 
of Chesterton is his FOUR FAULTLESS FELONS. 
The story deals with an entirely different phase of 
living — Asceticism, or the practice of rigorous self 
denial. But this self denial is brought about by 
doing everything and anything, including the con- 
sumption of daily meals that are thoroughly dis- 
tasteful to the individual. 

Summing up the novel, it is so entirely different 
in every detail that reading it becomes more than 
mere enjoyment. . 1

of his policy in the European war 
but also of his failure to protect 
Americans and their interests in 
Mexico.” 

Twelve trains were then on the 
Rensselaer time-table. Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin was having a two-day run at 
thlf old Ellis Theater, Good hay 
and a 1913 five-passenger Ford with 
shock absorbers were for sale. 

In big black letters this sign drew 
immediate attention.

Some time ago this column ran an 
article on the disastrous gym fire 
of April 2, 1914. Since then some 
more interesting information has 
come to light. As some think that 
this information should have been 
in the preceding article, the remain- 
ing space will carry this newly un- 
covered news to those unaware of 
its existence. 

So you think Collegeville doesn’t 
sleep too soundly? Well, maybe 
they don’t. But on fHe' _ night of 
April 1-2, ,1914, everyone must have 
been“dead to the world.” A neigh- 
boring farm phoned the news of the 
fire to town. Rensselaer relayed it 
to the college. Professors and stu- 
dents awakened at 4:00 a. m. to find 
the gymnasium all aflame. They 
despaired of saving it, and turned 
their efforts to save the Faculty 
Building, the hired men’s building 
and the main building. 

No amount of logic has been able 
to solve this $75,000 loss. At the 
time the gym was being remodeled. 
Its structure wouldn’t permit an- 
other story, so the building was 
raised and a new first floor built. 
Spontaneous combustion seems to 
be the most likely hypothesis of 
its cause.
